AN ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING EXECUTION AND DELIVERY 
OF A FIRST AMENDMENT TO MORTGAGE AND INDENTURE OF TRUST

WHEREAS, pursuant to the Indenture, the City of Fort 


Wayne has issued its City of Fort Wayne Economic Development 
First Mortgage Revenue Bonds, Series 1980 (J. B. Tool, Die & 
Engineering Company, Inc. Project) (the "Bonds"); and 

WHEREAS, it is now necessary for certain amendments to 


be made to the Indenture pursuant to a First Amendment to Mortgag 
and Indenture of Trust and Waiver, dated as of November 1, 1984, 
between the City of Fort Wayne, the Company, and the Trustee. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA, AS FOLLOWS: 

1. The City of Fort Wayne is hereby authorized to exe¬ 
cute and deliver the First Amendment to Mortgage and Indenture of 
Trust and Waiver, dated as of November 1, 1984, copies of which 
are on deposit with the Clerk of the City of Fort Wayne. 

2. The Mayor and the Clerk are authorized to execute 
and deliver on behalf of the City of Fort Wayne the First Amendme 
to Mortgage and indenture of Trust and Waiver with such changes

in form or substance as are approved by the Mayor upon advice fro a 
the City Attorney. 

3. The Mayor and Clerk are authorized to take such 
action as is necessary consistent with this Ordinance to con¬ 
summate the amendments contemplated by the First Amendment to 
Mortgage and Indenture of Trust and Waiver, including an endorse¬ 
ment of the legend on the Bonds.
